It should be remembered that 


neither on the part of the com- 
mission nor on the part of the city 
were there any instructions or sug- 
gestions to the engineers for or 
against a unlon passenger station, 
or for any union or separate sta- 
tion. Nor were there any inetruc- 
tions or sugs tions as to how the 
grade-crossing problem or _ the 
freight problem were to be ap- 
proached or solved. The eng- 
neers were instructed to state all 
important facts and were left free 
to base their conclusions on such 
facts and to make such fecom- 
mendations as they thought best. 

A very thorough study was made 
of the steam-rallroad passenger- 
station situation, and all facts and 
arguments for and against a union 
passenger station in Los Angeles 
were discuased in the report.

Grasping at straws is always a part of

The seven tailors of 
Tooley street thought perhaps they voiced 
the sentiment of the people of England, but 
those who listened to their arrogant but 
feeble note did not take it so. 
France is all excited over the prospects 
of an early American market for light 


to the Chamber of Deputies and the Sen- 
ate, and it was a contributing factor to the 
refusal, for the time at least, to ratify the 
proposed Franco-American treaty relating 
to the right of search within the twelve’ 


This treaty was similar to the one nego 
tiated with Great Britain which gives to our 
revenue service the right to search British 
vessels lying in American ports or off the 
American coasts. It extends the three-mile 
limit to a twelve-mile sone. ' 

Discussing the proposed treaty in the 
French Chamber, M. Franklyn-Boulllon, 
president of the Foregin Relctions Commis- 
sion of the Senate, said: 

Under the terms of the treaty the 
American authorities would have the 
right to visit on the high seas all 
French ships suspected of attempting 
to smuggle wines and other intoxicapts 
into the United States. This proposed 
treaty is in keeping with the American 
government's attempt to stop at the 
source all bootleg liquor now going into 
the United States. 

I do not find the treaty a good one. 
It suggests too great preoccupation on 
the American side and not enough con- 
sideration of other national interests. 
The right of visit appears to me exces- 
sive, and I do not think the French 
Chamber of Deputies will admit such 
a right on the part of America. 

This statement concerning the terms of 
the treaty is hardly fair. He uses the ex- 
pression “high seas” as though it were un- 
limited. But the terms of the proposed 
treaty limit this right to the twelve-mile 
zone. Moreover, it would appear that the 
French Chamber is willing to grant a right 
only as a privilege—as something to be pur- 
chased by a corresponding privilege. No 
country is more jealous of its rights on the 
high seas than Great Britain; yet that coun- 
try found no fault with the treaty which 
France summarily rejects. 

Meanwhile, French wine makers who 
mortgage the profits they expect to receive 
from the modification of the Volstead Act 
are placing a mortgage on the future that 
may not be so easily lifted as they imag- 
ine. One dispatch from Paris adserts that 
“a group of important wine makers and 
exporters will soon visit America to inves- 
tigate on the spot the extent of the light 
wine and beer movement. . French 
wine makers would prefer American sanc- 
tion for light wines rather than any other 
form of intoxicants, believing that if Amer- 
ica were assured of a supply of light wines 
she could easily develop {nto a wine-ccn- 
suming nation of first magnitude and pro- 
dyce profits undreamed of in pre-prohibition 
days. when the consumption of wines in 
America was largely confined to the wealthy 
class.”

Call- 
fornia, with its great variety of climates, 
affording ample latitude for selection, its 
rich soll, much of it as yet untouched by 
the plow, and its many undeveloped indus- 
trial possibilities, is the best place in the 
world for the man who is willing to work 
on the land or in the shop or office. But 
he cannot expect to acquire land for noth- 
Ing. nor can he get and keep a good job 
unless he can prove his ability and his 
worth. Those outsiders who think they 
are coming to a lotus-eaters’ paradise when 
they set out for this sunset land would do 
well to change their minds about coming. 

As for the Chronicle's idea that “we prob- 
ably shall have to begin to put up fences 
a couple of decades hence,” few will doubt 
that it is worthy of consideration. But 
the fence that should be built the highest 
and strongest is the one that will bar out 
the impecunious loafers, mendicants, crim- 
mals and other undesirables; and that 
fence cannot be erected too soon.

Last night I went to Emmaus, 
where Jesus appeared to two disci- 
ples after His resurrection. I was 
allured less by the site—for it is 
uncertain, despite the superb 
Franciscan church and monastery 
and school that are bulit on and 
about the traditional house of 
Cleopas—than by the walk over 
the Judean hills. The Master was 
an out-of-doors man, and He trod, 
again and again, with aandalled 
feet these stony ways. Not until 
one gets off the main thorough- 
fares, and apart from tourist ways, 
may one enter into an understand- 
ing of the reality of the sort of 
life our Lord lived. 

Wherever may have been th 
actual spot of the thrice-favo 
Emmaus home where Christ was 
revealed in the breaking of the 
bread, we may know that the way 
thither was up and down bill, and 
rough and stony. It was dark 
when I arrived at the monastery, 
and my weary feet could not have 
carried me much farther. The two 
sturdy-legged disciples doubtiess 
gave never a thought to the stones 
under foot, so absorbed were they 
in discussion of the death and re- 
ported reappearance of . 

It is stimulating to think how 
many of the appearances of the 
Saviour after His resurrection 
were, like this one, events of the 
open air. In the garden He 
showed Himself oftenest. Then 
on the northern shore of the Lake 
of Galilee the leader came again 
to His own, and re-established 
stumbling Peter in the brother- 

Last of all, He went with 
them up the sacred slope of the 
Mount of ‘Olives, whence He as- 
cended from their sight. 

A rea] man of the open read 
was the Master. The feet that 
were pierced by hate's nails on 
the cross were the tanned, cal- 
jloused feet of a man who had 
walked life's common wavs, in 
fellowship with the great proces- 
sion of humanity who know weari- 
ress, hunger, thiret and cold. 


FACTS FIRST AND FOREVER

It is no mere collection of phitte- 
sophical observations, like the 
Koran or the Confucian Analects 
or the Buddhiet writings. Christi- 
anity is first of all a set of facts 
which have been substantfated as 
historical by the acute and relent- 
less investigations of nearly twen- 
ty centuries. 

Foremost among these facts— 
after the miracle of the Incar- 
nation itself—are the death and 
resurrection of Jesus Christ. Our 
assigned pessage deals with the 
proofs offered to doubt Thom- 
as, and the physical f cooked 
on a real fire by the lakeside. Be- 
fore ever students of this lesson 
indulge in any moralizings or 
“teachings,” let them get a firm 
and unshakable grip of the fact 
that Jesus, who was executed as 4 
common criminal, rose from the 
dead and gave “many infallible 
proofs” of His resurrection, before 
He ascended unto the Father. 


WHAT IT MEANS 

This supreme wonder of eternity 
was not a thing apart from the 
life of ordinary mortals. Jesus 
broke tyrant death's power, and 
rose agein from the grave, in or- 
der that all who believe on Him 
might aleo rise from the dead. 
His own experience attested the 
majestic words He had earlier ut- 
tered, “I am the resurrection a 
the life: he that believeth in me, 
though he were dead, yet shal! he 
live.” All of mortal hope for im- 
mortality is bound » A with the 
fact that the crucified rist broke 
the bands of death.

Egypt's mighty sphinx will emerge from the final 
, stages of a six months’ course of “beauty treat- 
ments,“ and visitors will get a more complete view of the 
wonderful old monument than has been obtainable for 
4000 years. The work of uncovering and rejuvenating 
the majestic sphinx was begun in September and is now 


on the eve of completion. 
Shovelful by shovelful, the sand 
that had engulfed all but the 
head, shoulders and part of the 
Hack of the mammoth figure that 
smiled inecrutably down upon 
Alexander; Caesar and Napoleon, 
and countless other “captains and 
Kings“ before them, has been 
gradually cleared away.

With a thrill one’s eye first 
takes in the details of the im- 
preasive figure, its face battered 
alike by time and by man, that a 
thousand paintings and photo- 
graphs have made familiar in ad- 
vance, Around it an army of 
workers is swarming.

Picturesque Rabble », 


Boys and giris in about equal 
numbers, these youthful workers 
range from little kids of six or 
seven to youngsters of perhaps 
fourteen or fifteen. Arabs all, re- 
cruited from native villages in 
the neighborhood, they constitute 


about as picturesque a rabble as 
one could find anywhere. All 
their little heads are turbaned, 
and they wear flowing robes of 
many different hues, black and 
white ones preponderating. Here 
and there I noticed one clad in an 
old khaki tunic, built for a man, 
and coming down almost to its 
smal! wearer's heels. 
These children assemble every 
morning at six, I was told by the 
French expert, M. Bravais, who is 
bossing the job of excavating the 
Sphinx. and start work at seven. 
At noon they stop for an hour, 
nourish the inner man or woman, 
and then carry on until four-thirty 
which is the end of their working 
day. They work in gangs, each 
under an overseer armed with «a 
big whip which he frequently

Anyhow, the 
children seem happy enough; the 
way they sing as they work is 
evidence enough of that. 

These youtigsters are paid at 
the lordly rate of from 15 cents 
to a quarter a day. The sand 
they bring out in their little bas- 
kets is poured into trucks, which, 
when filled, are pushed along a 
small gauge railway, and emptied 
at a spot farther along on the 
eastern side of the Pyramid pla- 
teau. It is planned, when the ex- 
cavation has been completed, to 
build a containing wall all around 
the Sphinx, to prevent the sand 
from covering it again. 

It would be impossible, I was 
informed, to prevent the winds

He had 
been “rushed,”’ but he had resented 
the condescension of the aristo- 
cracy of men from the larger cities.

This autumn the Digams elected 
Ira Hinkley, because they had been 
gaining a reputation for dissipa- 
tion-——giris were said to have been 
smuggied in late at night—and no 
company which included the Rev. 
Mr. Winkley could possibly be 
taken dy the Dean as immoral,

The 
destiny of half a continent hung 
in the balance. The movement 
for a short cut wesf from Santa 
Fe was renewed with vigor and 
within two years the Santa Fe 
trail had been extended to the 
coast. 

Soon thereafter this avenue of 
passage became frequented with 
travel. It was a main arterial 
highway of the West. Escalan- 
tes lost hope became burdened 
with traffic between New Mexico 


and Southern California. 


Fremont’s Course 

Fremont, returning from his 
first journey in 1843, took this 
route eastward to the valley of 
the Great Salt Lake. It was, he 
found, a much traveled and long 
established thoroughfare, from 
the Rocky Mountains to the 
coast. And, when vehicular traf 
fic penetrated the west in that 
tidal wave of American migra- 
tion, the covered wagons fol- 
lowed this same broad highway 
on to Southern California. 

The advent of American civil- 
ization accentuated this section's 
need for more facile desert trans- 
portation. Twelve to fifteen 
miles a day, carrying all water 
supplies over wide stretches of 
hot and arid sand, with men and 
mules ‘or oxen exhausted after 
even the most auspicious pas- 
sage, Was no way, they quickly 
realized, to build up the West. 

Innumerable expedients were 
tried, the experiments extending 
to the importation of camels to 
the arid reaches of the great 
Southwest Domedaries found 
their cautious way over the Cal- 
ifornia trail in the train of Amert- 
can Arabs who forsook this ex- 
periment to take up arms in the 
Civil War. By the close of the 
conflict between the States Mor- 
mon settlements had fairly in- 
tegrated all this section of the 
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West. Their towns were estab- 
lished along this historic route 
through Utah, Nevada and Call- 
fornia and, with comparatively 
easy aecess to the coast, trade 
and travel became brisk between 
San Bernardino and the Moapa 
and Virgin valleys. The method 
of transportation was still of 
heavy, horse-drawn wagons for 
freight, with Overland Stage and 
Pony Express to hasten passen- 
gers and fast mall on their way. 
For upward of one-half century, 
these types of transit prevailed 
over the famous trail leading 
eastward from Los Angeles. 
Then, construction of the Los An- 
geles and Salt Lake railroad add- 
ed a new page to the history of 
this famous route. 


Route of Tragedy 

Memory of the struggle of its 
inception blurred by the passing 
years; the romance, drama, trag- 
edy of this desert road and its 
part in the winning of the West 
forgotten in the drab routine of 
commonplace acceptance; advent 
of the railroad along its historic 
way led to abandonment of both 
its former names and coinage of 
a new and modern title. The San- 
ta Fe trail of Escalante’s dream; 
the California trail of the ‘40's 
and 508, became the Arrowhead 
trail of the railroad and automo- 
bile highway. 

But, by whatever name they 
call it, it remains the same main 
lane of travel eastward through 
Nevada and Utah from Los An- 
geles; following the waterways 
and basins, the mountain passes 
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and valleys that mark a natural 
highway in and out of the inter- 
vening desert. As it is by ground 
travel, so is it from the air—the 
natural air course between Los 
Angeles and Salt Lake City. over 
which “Air Mail” will shortly fly. 
Ease, facility and speed in 
transportation have marked the 
development of intercourse be- 
tween these two great cities of 
the West since the one was a Mex- 
ican village and the other but a 
trappers’ camp fire on the shores 
of the inland sea. This year 
marks another step forward in 
that persistent march of progress 
inception of commercial air 
transportation.

COXEY ARMY TO LIVE AGAIN 


Massillon (O.) Leader Plans Remobilization of 
“Soldiers” as Centennial Celebration Feature 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

MASSILLON (0.) March 27.—The decision of Gen. Jaceb 8. Coxey 
of Massilion, originator and leader of the commonwealth army that 
marched to Washington in 1894 to demand of Congress redress from 
the industrial depression of that time, to bring his forces together 
again during the coming summer when Massilion’s centennial will 
be celebrated, has renewed interest in one of the unique undertak- 
ings in the history of the country. f 


Tens of thousands of men 
Joined in the great pilgrimage, but 
only a few thousands ever got to 
the capital. Many contingents dis- 
banded before catching up with 
the main Coxey army, which de- 
San its march in Massillon, going 
byq way of Pittsburgh. The army 
Was not made up of tramps as 
is popularly supposed. Its wol- 
Glers were simply working men 
out of employment. There were 
quite a number of farmers and 
professional men included in the 
ranks, as well as skilled mechan- 
los of every kind, and some thir- 
ty-fiVe newspaper men. 
MANY OCONTINGENTS FORMED 

Some of the contingents sprang 
up in Oregon, Washington and Cal- 
ifornia. Coxey, with his main ar- 
my, was on the march before some 
of them started. They were under 
varioug leaders, some operating in- 
dependently of the main force. 
me sprang up, mushroom-like, 
in the night. Many of these de- 
tached groups amalgamated in 
their hegira eastward. 

But the leaders found tt neces- 


of more than a few hundred. For 
the army had to feed off the 
country through which it traveled. 
While food was plentiful and 
money scarce, it was found in- 
advisable for large bodies to trav- 
over the same routes. 

The men traveled afoot or on 
freight trains as circumstances 
prescribed. Discipline was main- 
tained by the leaders and camps 
were kept clean and orderly. Many 
towns welcomed the “army” after 
being assured by advance guards 
that there was nothing to fear. But 
the movement was a menace to 
the railroads. Men simply swarmed 
on freight trains by the hundreds, 
virtually taking possession. Gener- 
— they met with little opposi- 
on. 


TRAIN CAPTURED 

One contingent from the far 
Northwest “captured” a train on 
the Northern Pacific Railroad and 
went through to Duluth. There 
it took charge of an old wooden 
boat and sailed down the Great 
Lakes to Detroit. There is now a 
judge in Detroit who was a mem- 
ber of the crew. A few of the di- 
vision continued as far as Cleve- 
land. 

But by that time Coxey and Cari 
Brown, his son-in-law, a mammoth 
Texas cowboy, had reached Wash- 
ington with the main force and 

been arrested for tramping 
“the sacred grass”"—as Coxey put 
it—on the White House lawn, 
where he undertook to read a pe- 
tition from “the people in redress 
of economic grievances.” 

“But what was it all about?” 
ask thousands not then on the 
scene of action. : 

Jacob Sechier Coxey, Fr., had a 
plan tc put men to work making 
good roads at little cost through 
the issue of noninterest-bearing 
bonds of small denomination to 
Pass as legal tender in the pay- 
ment of the workers. 

There were no automobiles then, 
and few even fairly good roads. 
Farmers generally were for the 
Plan and merchants saw in it a 
means to tide over the financial 
depression. 


GOOD ROADS ADVOCATE 

So. Gen. Coxey was the first 
good roads advocate in the coun- 
try, long before the necessity for 
such roads wus as pressing as it 
came to be with the introduction 
of motor-driven vehicles, 

Coxey, now 72 years of age, but 
hale and hearty, still advocates his 
Plan which he says will relieve 
States, counties, townships and mu- 
nicipalities of their heavy burdens 
of interest. Two bills providing 
for the “Coxey way” have been 
introduced in Congress. 

The following from Coxey’'s 
Money-at-Cost“ platform, gives 
an insight into his financial pian: 

“Any political subdivision with 
taxing powers may deposit with 
the Secretary of the Treasury of 
the United States noninterest-bear- 
ing twenty-five-year bonds not to 
exceed one-half of the assessed 
value of the real estate, exclusive 
of the improvements thereon, as 
security for the issuance of such 
money, the communities agreeing 
to tax themselves sufficiently to re- 
turn such money to the Secretary 
of the Treasury in twenty-five an- 
nual installments of 4 per cent 
of the debt, without interest, to 
be cancelled annually.” 

Coxey deciares that under hie 
g°neral finance plan farmers, mer- 
chants and manufacturers would 
obtain money at cost through com- 
munity banks under State laws. 

The generals theories, however, 
are not uttracting as much atten- 
tion locally or elsewhere as is his 
plan to bring together again the 
men who comprised his famous 
“army” of years ago, in so far as 
he is able. 

The reassembled “army” is to 
participute in a parade being 
planned as a feature of Maasillon’s 
centenntal celebration.

FINDS MAN’S 
FOOTPRINT 
IN GRANITE 


Yankee Farmer Picks Up 
Five or Ten-Million-Y ear- 
Old Trail of Hiker 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
LOWELL (Mass.) March 27.— 
A strange, inexplicable footprint 
has been discovered on a piece of 
solid granite on the farm of Thom- 


as Alton of Lowell. Mr. Alton 
discovered the strange outline one 
day as he was looking over his 
land. He noticed the mark on the 
granite, and as it had a curious 
outline, he looked more closely. 
The impression in the stone was 
darker in color and smoother than 
the rest of the stone. Then he 
gasped in astonishment, for it was 
a footprint. 

In the depression there are out- 
lines for the big toe, the arch in 
the middle of the foot, and down 
throug’: the center of the foot- 
print is a seam about a quarter of 
an inch wide. This seam puzzled 
Mr. Alton for some time, but the 
. possible explanation seemed 
to that it was the seam of a 
moccasin where two pieces of 
leather had been sewed together. 

The imprint is about the propor- 
tions of a mature man foot, al- 
though there is no way of telling 
whether it is a man’s or a wom- 
ans. Scientists have agreed that 

ranite is one of the earth's oldest 
ormations and this imprint is 
made in this substance. In the 
Jurassic period, estimated as bei 

between 10,005,000 and 5.000,00 
years ago, the substance that be- 
came granite was just about soft

MINUTES OF 
OLD LODGE 
DISCOVERED 


Records of Masonic Club 


Organized in 1734 Found 
in Library of Congress 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

SAVANNAH (Ga.) March %7.— 
Solomon's Lodge, No. 1 Free and 
Accepted Masons, of this city, has 
searched for many years for the 
lost records of the lodge from the 
time of establishment, February 
10, 1734, until the outbreak of the 
Revolution in Georgia. Recently 
the lodge discovered they were in 
the Library of Congress among 
the collection of Georgia manu- 
scripts obtained in the collection 
of Peter Force. The Senate has 
passed a resolution authorizing the 
Librarian of Congress to return 
this minute book to Solomon's 


Lodge. 
These minutes were captured 
by the British during the occu- 


pancy of Savannah in the Revolu- 
tion. They were taken to New 
York, when the tish left Savan- 
nah, and later fell into the hands 
of parties the north, and were 
purchased, from their descendants 
by Peter Force. 

The minute book contains frag- 
ments of a complete constitution 
which was adopted on August 19, 
1766. It also contains on the ros- 
ter a list of members who were 
prominent in the dffairs of Geor- 
gia during this time: such as Gray 
Elliott, one of the founders of the 
Presbyterian Church in this city, 
founder of the town of Sunbury 
and later the representative of 
Georgia at the English court at 
the time that Benjamin Franklin 
represented all of the colonies; 
Gen. James Edward Oglethorpe 
who organized Bolomon’s Lodge: 
Sir Patrick Houstoun, who was a 
member of the King's Council for 
Georgia, and James Ha ham, 
whose descendants gave to Bolo- 
mon’s Lodge a painting of, Gen.

Films Predicted 


(BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

MELBOURNE, March 27.—Com- 
monweaith Film Censor Wallace in 
his annual report states thers is 


a bright future for the Austraiian 
film industry if tt shakes itself 
free of American conventions and 
strikes out in tts own path. 

The initial stage is that it must 
leave the studio and go out into 
the open air and must not make 
itself think that the luxuries of 
Fifth avenue, New York, are a 
norma! thing in Australian cities. 

In 1925, 26,000,000 feet of film 
Was imported into Australia. This 
included 25,000,000 feet from the 
United States, 800.000 feet from the 
United Kingdom and 200,000 feet 
from other centers. The number 
of films imported from the United 
States was 1555, from the United 
Kingdom 146 and from the other 
centers 62. 

The censors 
passed 1324 films containing 1s. 
600.000 feet and sessed, after cer- 
tain eliminating, 371 filmes totaling 
9,350,900 feet. They rejected sixty- 
eight films totaling 1.700.000 feet.

It was attended by an audience 
in hoodlum mood—an audience 
that had heard the waggish grou- 
cho Marx's observations about La- 
dy Pusheart and had assembled 
to jeer or nothing. 

The play considered as art or 
entertainment was ineffably pathet- 
ic; the audience even for the first 
night (which promised rare sport) 
was meager and the only really 
hearty laughter was at the expense 
of the ticket speculators who had 
mistakenly assumed that there 
would be a big demand for tick- 
ets. 

These gentry, whose distress al 
ways gives the rest of us simple 
pleasure, had forgotten that the 
dilapidated countess had had her 
day on the front page as much as 
three weeks ago.

Whoever bought a really fine fid- 
dle before the late war may awake 
suddenly to find it has increased 
substantially in value.

Until the new tracks ve been 
laid and the line opened the dam 
contractors will be unable to close 
the tunnel in the dam wall which 
the railroad is now using and this.

To the layman these figures are 
more significant wher it ia known 
that in the average height-limit 
building there are leas than 6090 
cubic yards of concrete. At the 
rate of 2200 cubic yards of con- 
crete a day, the firm's greatest 
daily output, concrete sufficient to 
construct a height-limit ‘building 
would be poured in less than two 
days and a half. 

The entire Exchequer project, in- 
cluding dam, spillwWays and power- 
house, contains more than 400,000 


The project entails an expendi- 
ture of approximately $16,000,000. 
Originally’a bond issue for 15. 
000,000 was voted by the Merced 
Irrigation District and sum 
was expended for such necessary 
preliminaries as securing rights of 
way and the construction of a huge 
distributing system, which includes 
a network of canals and lateralis. 
Then, in the spring of 1924, an 
additional bond issue of 39,00, 
000 was voted by the district and 
this sum it was expected would 
cover the cost of purchasing the 
reservoir site, constructing the 
dam, powerhouse and equipment. 
Cement for the job alone cost 
$1,000,000. 

Plans, it was said, are now being 
made to vote a third bond issue of 
$1,000,000 to finish the project 
completely, The contract for the 
dam work was awarded at the fig- 
ure of $2,870,000, exciusive of ce- 
ment and steel.

Writing on Thrift, Barton Man- 
bert says: 

Frugality and penury fre- 
quently confused with tnritt; Ro 
too is miserliness and hoarding. 
But none of these words belongs 
to the aristocracy. 

There e nothing mean or ignoble 
about thrift. Trace it back to fun- 
damentais and you find it spring- 
ing from a eincere consideration 
for others. By thrift we conserve 
what has been produced; by waste 
we destroy it. By thrift we make 
two blades of grass grow where one 

before; by waste we not only 
destroy both blades of grass but 
poll the seed and rob the soil. 

Thrift is the antithesis of waste, 
it stands at the opposite economic 
pole.

Commission Opens Bids 
for Ventura Boulevard 


Improvement | 
(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
SACRAMENTO, March  27.— 
Bids have been opened by the 


California Highway Commission 
for two reconstruction projects on 
Btate highways in Los Angeles 
county. 

At Chalk Hill on the Ventura 
Boulevard the existing poor align- 
ment and steep grades will be 
eliminated by the grading of seven- 
tenths of a mile of new highway.

The socalled diseases, functional or or- 
ganic, found by the “clinical groups”—euch 
as Bright's disease, diabetes, stone in the 
liver or kidney, psoriasis, syphflis, cancer, 
tuberculosis, goiter, asthm@, hay-fever, or 
ductless-gland cerangements—are one and 
all symptom-complexes, and are effects of a 
toxemia that has been established for years, 
subtly appeariag as functional derange 
ments of the various organs, until organic 
change has been brought about by repeated 
catarrhal crises. 

Treatment is then directed to the removal 
of the cause, which is Toxemia, the early 
manifestation of which is catarrhal inflam- 


‘mation of the stomach and bowels: and 


when it is of the gall-bladder, it is an ex- 
tension, by continuity oi the mucus mem- 
brane, of gastro-intestinal catarrh. 

By overcoming the catarrhal inflammation 
of the stomach, bowels, gall-duct, and gall- 
bladder, the ston~s disintegrate, crumble in- 
to sand, and pass out through the gall-duct 
into the intestines, and with the bowel 
movements out of the body.

Removing stones or the whole gall-bladder 
is a blunder coming from the erroneous 
reasoning naturally following false funda- 
mental beliefs soncerning cause and cure of 
disease. 

What more can te done when the “clinical 
group” has finished with the case?

He will go back to 
the family doctor, of course, and be a wiser, 
if not a healthier, patient. 

These groups make the family doctor look 
like a last year’s bird’s nest.

„ waning. The dear old family doctor is 
sprucing up; he bas had a clean shave, has 
donned a fresh “biled” shirt, and his boots 
have been brushed. Doc and Dobbin “is 
comin’ back, be-gosh! Welcome! 

No more insignificant person than the late 
Sir James Mackenzie declared: “The gen- 
eral practitioner is the only type of indi- 
vidual who has the opportunity for continu- 
ous observation.” And it is seeing every- 
thing that gives reliable judgment. Some of 
the old cross-roads country doctors of other 
days had a fund of knowledge that made cer- 
tain popinjay clinicians look like thirty 
cents. 

That diagnosing or naming pathology, 
with the idea tht efficient cause is being 
discovered, is most impossible can very 
well be believed when the fact is known 
that the finest doctors in the world are mis 
taken about half the time, even in naming 
effects. This is proved to be true by post- 
mortem examinations. 

According to Toxemia, any and all diagno- 
ses are wrong, because the so-called diseases 
are effects and not diseases at all. Hunting 
disease in dead men, and in dead and dying 
tissue, is a fool's errand. It is cause, not 
effect, that requires study. 

The truth of this confusion in multiply- 
ing and naming disease and treating—pal- 
Hating—effects ie apparent to discerning 
physicians, and has been thoroughout the 
history of medicine.

used than cane sugar, the public is entitled 
to reliable information concerning it. In 
order to eliminate the health-preserving 
mineral matter which retards sugar crystal’ 
lization, the sugar factory first removes the 
tops and part of the necks of the beets. 
After washing, the diffusion method of juice 
extraction is adopted, whereby the beets are 
finely sliced and warm water run through 
them, carrying with it the dissolved sugar. 
The juice thus extracted is jet black in color 
and its devitalization is effected by the in- 
troduction of carbon dioxide or lime, which 
precipitates the impurities. The cleared 
juice thus obtained is swiftly whirled round 
until the raw beet sugar is separated from 
the molasses. Intense heat is next em- 
ployed to destroy each particle of organized 
life-celled substance in the raw sugar, which 
is now whitened by adding such powerful 
agents as phosphoric acid, milk of lime or 
acid calcium phosphate. 

Blood albumen, obtained from the slaugh- 
ter house, is then used to remove any suse 
pended protein matter, and the slaughter 
also furnishes the bone- black or animal char- 
coal filter to further “purify” what is ultt- 
mately sold as beet sugar. 

A third heating, consisting of sustained 
boiling, separates the syrup from the sugar 
before blue water bleaching furnishes the 
desired degree of whiteness essential to the 
best grade sugar. Inferior sugars are er 
tracted from the molasses by-products by 
the action of suxh chemicals as barium hy- 
droxide and calcium. The molasses is used 
in gelatin, jams and many baking products. 

The average annual consumption of re 
fined sugars on this continent is at least 
one hundred and fifty pounds per capita. 
The sugar above described furnishes only 
heat to the body and provides no building

Most of the departed generates followers 
on island, under the military 
leadership of one Erwin or Irwin and under 
the civil governorship (t the late New York 
sheriff, Hubbard, but soon a new leader 
appeared upon the horizon. This was Com- 
modore Aury, a Mexican patriot who hove 
to at Amelia with a hundred and fifty fol- 
lowers and several small vessels. Let us 
pause, before we follow further the ad- 
ventures of Aury, to depict the character 
of the “settlement” on the island, immedi- 
ately after he had arrived on the scene, 
including both McGregor’s former followers 
and those who came with the Commodore. 
The imposing array is shown by a historian 
who has written on the subect. There were 
British adventurers, Irish and French nefu- 
gees, Scotch enthusiasts, Mexican and Span- 
ish patriots, several of the former follow- 
ers of Jean Lafitte, the noted pirate whose 
headquarters had been at Barataria, a com- 
pany of negro troops who had served un- 
der Aury in Mexico, the original inhabitants 
of Fernandina, and large numbers of priva- 
teersmen, slavers and other seafaring 
scoundrels. An officer of the Saranac wrote 
of this heterogenous array of humans: 
“Should they continue long on Amelia le- 
land, the place will become a second Bara- 
taria.” 

Aury announced that he had come for the 
purpose of aiding McGregor in securing the 
blessings of liberty to Florida, and history 
credits him with the possession of an 
honest intention to that end, a credit which 
is denied the imposing Brigadier. Finding 
that Sir Gregor had deserted his trust, Aury 
now determined to.take the burdens of the 
infant government upon his own shoulders 
and to annex Florida to Mexico. He forced 
Erwin and Hubbard to surrender their lead- 
ership, although some accounts have it that 
Hubbard was allowed to retain the civil 
governorship of the place.

His efforts in 
that direction were much impeded by the 
character of the inbabitants, a circumstance 
which will be readily undertsood from the 
catalogue of nations and classes already 
mentioned. 

The robber’s roost on Amelia Island— 
fer it was little more than that, despite the 
good intentions of Aury—was finally broken 
up by the United States. President Monroe 
dispatched a naval force with instructions 
to take possession of the island, this for 
the reason, as he stated in a message to 
Congress, that the place “was being made a 
channel for the illicit introduction of slaves 
from Africa into the United States, an 
asylum for fugitive slaves from the neigh- 
boring States, and a port for smuggling of 
every kind.” Aury naturally did not resist 
the superior force which was sent against 
him, but he railed at the demand for hjs 
surrender in flowery letters and manifestos 
which would have done credit to Sir Gregor 
McGregor himself. Protest was Without re- 
sult, however, and the United States was 
allowed to take peaceable possession of the 
place. Aury soon afterward was sent away. 

So ended the bizarre condition of affairs 
which prevailed for some months on Amelia 
Island. The South American republics 
made protest against the act of the United 
States in seizing this newly acquired terrt- 
tory of Mexico, but to no purpose. There is 
a touch of humor in the fact that Lino de 
Clemente, one of the signers of the com- 
mission issued to McGregor, called upon 
Secretary of State John Quincy Adams for, 
the purpose of registering the protest of 
Venezula and that Adams, stiff-backed as he 
was in every act of his life, refused to con- 
fer with Clemente or to receive from him 
any communication on the subect. The 
purchase of Florida from Spain ended the 
possibility of further trouble at Amelia Is 
land.

Two justices in dissenting held to the 
view that Congress had not intended to de- 
prive States of power to “protect them- 
selves against threatened disaster” of the 
kind discussed and that “if the Secretary 
of Agriculture had taken some affirmative 
action the problem would be a different 
one.” Congress, it was pointed out, could 
have exerted all the power delegated to the 

by “positive and direct enact- 

ment.” The dissenting opinion then made 
this significant statement: 

“If it (Congress) had said nothing what- 
ever, certainly the State could have resort- 
ed to the quarantine; and this same right, 
we think, should be recognized when its 
agent has done nothing.” 

The opinion concluded with these words: 
“It is a serious thing to paralyze the efforts 
of a State to protect her people against im- 
pending calamity and leave them to the 
slow charity of a far-off and perhaps supine 
Federal bureau. No such purpose should 
be attributed to Congress unless indicated 
beyond a reasonable doubt.” 

This minority opinion, said one man 
prominent in California agricultural circles, 
states the situation patly as far as the 
States are concerned. “Although Congress 
has had the authority now confirmed so 
conclusively,” he pointed out, “the States

Although Mr. Long employs a veterinar- 
fan and a ranch manager, they are not left 
entirely without his surpervision. He visits 
his ranch frequently, some visite lasting a 
week or more, personally to direct improve 
ments and the care of his stock.

According to his manager, Mr. Long knows 
off-hand the name and pedigree of eve 
animal on the farm, and keeps in touch 
with training and care; in fact, he is looked 
upon as an expert capable of advising pro- 
fessional trainers.

T THIS time when laws and 
conditions are causing vineyardists 
some anxiety as to the future of the 
grape industry, not only in California. but 
all over the United States, a tew 
on the subject of grapes may not be amiss. 
California is being rapidly taken posses- 
sion of by people from the eastern sections 
of the country. They bring with them the 
tastes developed by their eastern associa- 
tions and many of them think the eastern 
varieties of grapés with which they were 
familiar in their former homes are, superior 
to the varieties that have heretofore been 
grown most extensively in California. 


The writer lived for leven years in the 
middle of what was known as the Chau- 
tauqua Grape Belt,” In northwestern New 
York and northeastern Pennsylvania. The 
common complaint is that the Concord 
grapes grown in California are not equal in 
favor to those grown in the East. It is unfor- 
tunate that the earliest plantings of so-called 
Concord grapes in this section were not Con- 
cords, but the variety known in the East as 
“Moore's Early.” About twelve years ago 
we sent to friends in Fredonia, N. Y. and 
secured plants of the real eastern Concord 
and found that they produce as fine fruit 
on our place north of Roscoe in San Fernan- 
do Valley as the Empire State. 

Moore’s Barly has the same general ap- 
pearance as the Concord, but is about two 
weeks earlier and lacks the fine boquet that 
distinguishes the true from any 
of the hybrids. The nearesf that any of 
them come to K is the Pierce, which is a 
hybrid produced by crossing the Concord 
and Isabella. This hybrid has larger bunch- 
es, larger berries and is an exceedingly good 
grape. As a market variety it does not 
command a price equal to the Concord, but 
does produce a greater tonnage. The finest 
vineyard the writer has seen of this variety 
is on the Barber ranch about two miles 
from San Gabriel. 

One reason for local complaints against 
the Concord is nonproduction. This is be 
cause they are not properly handled. They 
require different cultural methods than our 
native grapes. They do not bear well in 
bush form, but must be trained on trellis 
or arbor and properly treated as to pruning. 

Cuttings should be from well-developed 
wood of the preceding season's growth. They 
are selected preferably from laterals where 
the eyes are from four to six inches apart 
and with four eyes to a cutting. In plant- 
ing cuttings two eyes are buried and two 
left above the ground as this has proven to 
give the largest percentage of growth. This 
naturally produces two sets of roots and in 
planting the rooted cuttings in the vineyard, 
if desired, one set of roots can be pruned 
off. Both methods have their advocates. 
Personally I have seen no difference in the 
vines under the two methods.

PRUNING IMPORTANT 


The vine should now, going into its third 
year, the fourth season in the vineyard be 
in condition to begin its dividends, and the 
pruning for this season is very important. 
No set number of eyes can be consistently 
given. A strong vine can carry more, while 
a weak one should carry less. If the vine 
has developed properly in the third season, 
it should have six arms along the wires, 
reaching out to the posts, or about four feet 
long. On each of these arms can be left 
from four to eight spurs, each carrying two 
to three eyes. When pruned it should be 
seen that the arms are tied, not too tight- 
ly, to the wires, for this season they will 
carry a heavy weight of fruit. As the Con- 
cord carries eyes that will continually pro- 
duce new wrult wood, it is not necessary to

The cuttings are planted as in 
the case of the trellis except that in arbors, 
unless they are over six feet high to the 
plate, they are branched in a “ down bear 
the ground. If six feet to eight feet to the 
plate, the V“ is placed higher up, say about 
two feet, in order to give a stronger main 
stem. The vines are then trained to grow 
the two stems to reach the dome of the 
arbor and tied there, leaving the latefals an 
opportunity to grow out all along the cane. 
When the main cane has developed to a 
strong vigorous point, the laterals are ar 
ranged to cover the arbor, leaving them in 
stubs from twelve to twenty inches long, 
and from them the fruiting stubs are ar- 
ranged as in the trellis style. 


OTHER EASTERNERS 


the other grapes that our Eastern 
friends will be calling for are the Delaware. 
Niagara and Sweet Catawba. All of these 
grapes, in the writer's opinion, can be grown 
here equally as well as in their eastern 
homes if properly cared for. 


The Delaware is an ideal table grape. But 
little larger than a large currant, it has a 
beautiful crimson-pink color. The bunches 
are firm, the berries set closely on the stem. 
The grape has a sweet, rich flavor and is at- 
tractive as a table ornament. it is not so 
thrifty a grower as the Concord and the 
vines are frequently set four, but more often 
six feet apart. Their treatment is similar 
to that for the concord, and the same is true 
of the Niagara and Sweet Catawba. 

The Worden is a Concord seedling. It has 
larger and sweeter berries than the Con- 
cord and is a little earlier. Its drawback 
is that the berries are liable to split and 
will not stand shipment as the Concord does, 
the skin being much thinzer. However, for 
local consumption it is very desirable. The 
Moyer is a Deleware bybrid, a more thrifty 
grower, earlier than the Deleware and free 
from rot and mildew. It is, however, de- 
ficient in pollen afd should only be planted 
with the Concord, with the latter to act as a 
pollinator for it.

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to dogs then alive. Those wolves.were not 
like modern wolves, for they have changed 
somewhat with time, but they were wolf- 
like in the way they hung around the camps 
of human hunters. They also “dogged” 
the footsteps of the hunters, running down 
wounded creatures which bows and arrows 
failed to kill. They had already learned 
to help one another and to obey the leaders 
of their packs, and, away down the cen- 
turies, some very friendly pack began help- 
ing and obeying some friendly tribe of 
human hunters. 


The first wolf that pulled down a hunted 
animal at man’s bidding thereby became 
a dog. It was not like modern dogs. For 
dogs have been greatly changed by cross- 
ing with other wolfish breeds, and more 
so by “selective breeding.” By selecting 
some special point and breeding to it, 
without regard to other points, experts 
can produce almost any kind of a dog de: 
sired, from the useless little lap-dogs and 
doormats, on one side, up to the great 
hounds and terriers on the other. But deep 
down in the dog the wolf still lives, and 
thet is what makes dogs valua 
wolf in them plus training. The dog was 
the first animal tamed, and the taming took 
place about the time mankind first began 
to bury ite dead. In the earliest human 
graves, archaeoolgists have discovered hu- 
man bones, dog bones, and spear heads to- 
gether. A dog and a spear were buried 
with a human corpse, so that when the 
dead man aWakened he would have means 
of obtaining food. The dog is not now as 
necessary as it used to be, but there were 
times when it did as much as man to con- 
quer the wilds. With all the changes that 
have taken place, dogs and wolves remain 
sufficiently alike, and sufficiently friendly, 
to interbreed whenever they have occasion. 
The Eskimo dog, which is helping man 
make Alaska habitable, is a well-known 
half-breed. 


THE CAVEMAN’S BEEF 


When Furopeans were cavemen, vast 
herds of aurochs grazed where Paris and 
Brussels now stand. They looked like our 
buffaloes, and the skin-clad savages killed 
them for their meat and hides in the same 
wayethe Indians killed buffaloes. One tribe 
of humans, a little less savage than other 
tribes, began taming aurochs—keeping them 
on hand to be killed and eaten after the 
great herds had migrated away. From those 
tamed aurochs came all our cattle, the long- 
horns by way of Spain, Mexico and Texas, 
the shorthorns by way of Northern Europe, 
New England and Virginia. The last of the 
pure-blooded longhorns have recently be- 
come extinct. 


The tribesmen that domesticated the 
aurochs did much more for the human race 
than the geniuses that invented battleships 
and submarines. They gave us our steaks, 
boots and shoes, butter and milk, lard and 
many other necessities. Milk has saved 
millions of babies, and it will save millions 
more. There are now approximately 500, 
000.000 cattle in the world—about one, on 
the average, for every human family. Be- 
sides what they are worth in money, they 
have been worth much more as a civilizing 
influence. Savages had to change their 
ways when they became herdsmen. In- 
stead of following the aurochs, as the In- 
dians followed the buffalo herds, going 
northward in the spring and southward 
in the fall, the herdsmen took to living all 
year in one place, and their camps gradual- 
ly grew into cities. Moreover, as domestic 
stock had to be fed, the herdsmen took to 
sowing seeds, and in time became plant- 
ers as well as stock-growers. I do not be- 
lieve that any invention or discovery had 
es much to do with the building up of civ- 
lization as did the domestication of wild 
animals. Not excepting even the bow and 


arrow, although it was truly wonderful ian 


its day. It enabled a hunter to stand off 
at a distance and kill creatures larger than 
himself. It put food into hungry mouths, 
without risking hands against horns and 
claws, when the chances were on the side 
of the claws and horns. With the bow and 
wane 
the inveation of gunpowder. 
— early Baglenid'’s battles were won 
by her archers. But I do not believe the 
savage that invented the bow and arrow 
did as much for mankind and civilization 
as the tribe that domesticated cattle. 


The tigertamers were not so beneficial. 
They gave us cats. Old maids as well as 
children love cats, which is something in 
their favor. Now and then some cats kill 
mice, which is another point for them. But 
what else are cata good for? From dead 
cats come violin strings, and you can sell 

dead cats to some of the curbstone cooks 
in China and parts of Mexico, but I know 
of no other good in cats, either dead or 
alive. No doubt about cats spreading the 
germs of childrenis diseases. Their flesh 
is not good to eat, nor does their skin 
make good fur. They are the only animal 
man has domesticated which turned out to 
be more of a liability than an asset.

“kitty” is the most abused animal in the 
whole animal kingdom, the one about which 
people say the most unpleasant things. 
Yet, as Dr. C. H. Merriam says, it is the 
farmer's best friend. “Pre-eminently an in- 
sect-eater, it destroys more beetles, grass 
hoppers and the like than all our other 
mammals together.” And as a mouse-kil- 
ler, neither cats nor traps can compare 
with it. Wherever it appears, the mice sim- 
ply vanish. 


Every animal in the barnyard has its own 
method of defense. A mule kicks. Cows may 
kick milkers off of stools, but they fight 
with their horns. A setting hen flogs nest- 
robbers. Roosters use their bills and 

rs. The gobbler struts and bluffs; if his 
uff is called, he pecks and scratches. No 
two 7 themselves in exactly the same 
way. The undomesticated “kitty,” which 
should have a place on the domestic list, 
simply gases its enemies. The gas comes 
from a pair of glands, similar to glands 
found less highly developed in all mam- 
mals, including man, and it uses the secre- 
tion of these glands, just as a snake uses 
its poison glands, to defend itself. Un- 
like snake ‘poison, however, the secretion 
does not kill. It simply makes enemies 
back off and go away. It is obnoxious, but 
hirmiess. And it never has been known to 
gas a friend. That it responds to friend- 
ship, and is quite willing to be domesticat- 
ed, has been proved by Dr. Spencer R. At- 
kinson, who lives at 2340 Foothill Boule 
vard, Altadena.

These would earn thelr board and 
keep, and every woman knows how valua- 
ble are their furs, sold as Alaska sables. 


Cats eat the birds that eat the bugs that 
eat the crops that farmers sow, but these 
unwanted “kitties” eat the bugs and leave 
the birds alone. Beautiful, inoffensive if 
you do not step on them, in all ways bene- 
ficial, working in the fields at night while 
human beings sleep, valuable before and 
after death, why not help them live down 
their bad reputation, and let them keep the 
mice out of your stables and the bugs out 
of your gardens?

This spring excep 
tionally heavy flow was known, and this re- 
sourceful young farmer diverted the water 
into several acres of cott®n which de is vol- 
unteering this year; saving many dollars in 
power. He was also able to get some of 
this “free” water on his alfalfa. 


SOLVES WATER QUESTION 


‘The first step in Planting additional acre- 
age to alfalfa was to clear and level twenty 
acres of land on the north side of the wash. 
The cost of the work on this particular land 
was about $50 per acre. Mr. Lawrence bas 
the benefit of dikes along both sides of the 
stream bed, so that the flood waters, which 
are seldom heavy, will not interfere with 
his farming activity, and can, if necessary, 
provide water for irrigation. He left a wide 
bed for the flow, however, realizing that if 
he could spread the water out, the under- 
ground supply on his particular holding 
would be strengthened. The twenty acres 
now being prepared will be planted to al 
falfa next year. 

Water is developed by a direct connected 
centrifugal pump, with a lift of but thirty- 
two feet. This assures cheap water, and 
makes alfalfa the most profitable crop. So 
far, Mr. Lawrence says, he has secured nine 
cuttings a year, of one ton per acre each, 
due to the long growing season. He reports 
he has no difficulty in disposing of it locally, 
direct from the field without baling, at good 
prices 


Along with alfalfa, Mr. Lawrence has a 
sound system of rotation which he intends 
to practice. He will plant his difficult fields 
to alfalfa and after four years, plow them 
under for a crop of onions, to be followed by 
another of cotton, then turning back to alfal- 
fa. In this way, he expects to get the best 
from his land. 

So far Mr. Lawrence has done exceptional- 
ly well with cotton. From six and a half 
acres planted last year, he says he picked 
eleven good bales. He has left this field to 
volunteer, and expects to get fully as heavy 
a yield this year. He also has an acre or 
two of Kentucky Wonder beans, which will 
be ready for market in April. He had a

Should the 
onions do well, it is likely that extensive 
plantings will be made next year and that 
Spanish Sweet onions will in time become 
one of the major crops of the valley. 

Mr. Middleton has established a reputa- 
tion as the“onion king of Riverside coun- 
ty as a result of his success with thig crop 
over an eight-year period. But as soll con- 
ditions at his ranch, about six miles north- 
west of San Jacinto, aré somewhat different 
from those of the majority of ranches here, 
vegetable growers in this part of the valley 
have been slow to experiment along this 
line. The success of the few small plant 
ings last year, however, has led to the 
greater activity this spring. 

With potato prices at a higher mark than 
they have been for some time. this crop is 
again coming into favor with San Jacinto 
Valley ranchers. A few years ago large 
acreages of potatoes were grown here an- 
aually, but for the last two or three years 
the production has dwindled. This year's 
plantings show a revival in popularity 
the “spud.”
